WITH 16 BATTLERS

Such Is Policy Virtually 
Agreed Upon by Secretary 
Daniels and General Board

Washington, October 14.—Secretary 
Daniels, in agreement with the general 
board of the navy, virtually had decided 
to recommend to congress a five-year 
construction program which will in- 
clude sixteen capital fighting ships— 
ten dreadnaughts and six battle cruis- 
ers. 

Just what nuntber are to be author- 
ized the first year will be determined 
after the secretary and President Wil- 
son confer tomorrow. A decision *will 
be reached then as to the manner in 
which the appropriation will be dis- 
tributed over the five-year period. 

On this point depends whether the 
combined army and navy estimates for 
next year will be kept around the $400,- 
000,000 mark desired by the 
tration or aggregate $432,000,000.

Much 
of the increase will be for field artil- 
lery and coast defense, expenses to be 
incurred in the creation of a reserve 
of 200,000 men every three years by 
means of a short-term enlistment, and 
an addition to the regular army. 

Details of the army plan have not 
been announced, but the approval by 
the president of the $72,000,000 increase 
for the military establishment -turned 
attention on the navy, where a final 
estimate of needs has not yet been 
completed. 

They vary from a total of $225,000,- 
000 to $250,000,000.

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ORDER TS PLAGED

‘Italian Government Places 
| Order for 50,000,000 Feet 
With a Georgia Concern. 


Order May Be Increased. 


Savannah, Ga., October 14.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The largest single -order for 
lumber ever placed in the _- United 
States has just’ been made public and 
it reaches the stupendous figures of 
00,500,00 feet. It would require a 
string of flat cars reaching . from 
Savannah to Jacksonville to: handle 
this one order or a fleet of one hun- 
dred vessels carrying 500,000 feet ‘each. 
On this subject the Southern Lumber 
Journal of this. city says: 

“Through J. L. Phillips, of New York 
city, and the Southern Pine company, 
of Georgia, the biggest lumber order 
ever given and filled in the United 
States has just been made public, 
whereby the Italian government has 
placed an order for 29,000,000 feet. of 
boards and 15,500,000 feet of timbers, 
ranging in sizes from 2x4 to 12x12, 
and 6,500,000 feet of cross ties. In 
point of volume and size, this order 
surpasses anything on record. It has 
now leaked out that this order may be 
increased to 80,000,000 feet. 

When New York city placed con. 
tracts for 30,000,000 feet of lumber and 
timber some months ago that was at 
_that time regarded as the record for 
,contract sizes, but the Italian govern- 
‘ment order eclipses that by 20,000,000 
feet, and this will likely be increased 
an additignal 30,000,000 feet. 

Much of this enormous volume of 
lumber is being assembled just now

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GIGANTIC LUMBER Withdrawal of British Troops 


From Campaign Against Turks 
Suggested in House of Lords 


London, .October -14.—The diplomatic 
rather than the military side of the 
situation was the subject of Sir Ed- 
ward-Grey’'s. eagerly awaited statement 
relative to the*Balkan: situation which 
he delivehed today 'to a’ crowded house 
of _ commons. 

“IT propose to confine myself,” the 
British foreign secretary said, “to a 
resume’ of:.our diplomatic objects since 
the. war. At the outset we desired 
that’ the war should not spread and,’ in 
common with-~ our, allies,. we .assured 
Turey that if she remained neutral, 
Turkey and Turkey’s territory’ should 
not suffer. This situation was com- 
pletely changed by the entrance of 
Turkey into the war, and all obliga- 
tions on the part of: the allies then 


ceased. 

“We and our.alliles then concentrated 
upon securing an agreement among the 
Balkan states, and we used all our 
influence to secure an accord. Un- 
fortunately, the feeling in the Balkans 
is not one of union, but one of divi- 
sion. It is clear nothing but a deci- 
sive, preponderating advantage for the 
allies would have enabled us to secure 
a policy of union. 

Outbid by Germans. 

‘We were given to.understand, in the 
course of the negotiations, that, except 
with regard to Thrace, the céntral pow- 
ers had offered to Bulgaria more to 
secure her neutrality than the allies 
eould in fairness offer. The promises 
which induced Bulgaria to declare war 
were given by the central powers at 
the expense of her neighbors and with- 
out any ‘corresponding .advantage to 
them. 

“We have remained throughout on 
friendly relations with Rumania, who 
has favored the policy of a Balkan 
union. 

“It is the policy of bringing about a 
Balkan war that the sovereigns and 
governments of Germany, Austria- 
Hungary and Bulgaria—the sovereigns 
and the governments—have succeeded 
in carrying into effect. We were 
given to understand that in order to 
secure a Balkan union there were cer- 
tain concessions Bulgaria would re- 
quire, especially in Thrace and Mace- 
donia. 

‘The allies were ready to do all in 
their power to secure these for Bul- 
garia, but to obtain the consent of 
Serbia and Greece it was as essential 
preliminary that Bulgaria take sides 
with the allies against Turkey. In 
other words, if Buigaria was to realize 
her hopes and aspirations; she must co- 
operate in a common cause in which the 
hopes and aspirations of other neigh- 
boring states were engaged. 

People of Same Race. 

“It will be enough to say that these 

reasonable hopes and aspirations were, 
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in the main, founded upon opportunity 
to peoples of the same race, the same 
Sentiments and the same religion to 
join themselves to a state under a 
government most akin to them.” 
~Premier Asquith in the house of 
commons declined to grant a day for 
debate on Sir Edward Grey’s state- 
ment.on the Balkan situation. In the 
house of* lords the Marquis of Crewe 
made a statement similar to that of 
the. foreign. secretary and concluded: 
“This attack on Serbia. will only 
make sterner and fiercer the determi- 
nation of the allies to carry the war 
through to. a definite victory at what- 


ever cost. ‘ Nothing has occurred in any 


part’ of the world’ to ‘weaken that res- 
olution’ and we will maintain it.” 
eDuring the’ -discussion which fol- 
lowed, the Marquis of.Crewe’s state- 
ment, Viscount. Milner suggested the 
withdrawalL-of the-troops from Gallipoli 
and their transfer’ to-some ‘other the- 
ater of the war. 

‘Lord Lansdowne, tn reply, said it was

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FITE ASTONISHED — 
SUPREME COURT 
REVERSAL RULING 


Claims Court Reversed a 
Decision He Did Not Make. 
Failed to Pass on Decision 
He Did Make. 


Dalton, Ga., October 14.—(Special.)— 
Colonel H. H, Anderson, former repre- 
sentative of Murray county, who was 
defeated last year by E.-R. Beck, today 
filed additional papers in the Murray 
muddle which further complicates the 
courthouse situation in that county. 

After reading the report in this 
morning’s paper, Judge Fite prepared 
and issued the following statement: 

“If the report in The Constitution 
of today is correct, I am not only. sur- 
prised but astonished at the decision 
of the supreme court in the contempt 
case against the commissioners of 
Murray county and their clerk. 

Judge Fite’s Statement, 

“I did not decide or méan to decide 
that the commissioners and their clerk 
were in contempt of court in passing

BRITONS ROUT GERMANS IN NEW OFFENSIVE 


BRITISH ASSAULTS 


ON RAISERS LINES 
MADE UNDER COVER 
OF CLOUD OF SMOKE 


Important Points Taken, 
Though German Artillery 
Forces Evacuation of Part 
of Ground Gained — Rus- 
sians Checked at Stripa. 
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RUSSIA TO TAKE HAND 
IN BALKAN CAMPAIGN, 
AND PROBABLY ITALY 


Bulgaria Declares War on 
Serbia, But Has Not Suc- 
ceeded in Reaching Rail- 
roads — Allies Start New 
Offensive in Dardanelles. 


London, October 14.—The British 
have started a new attack around Huil- 
luch, one of the important sectors be- 
tween La Bassee and Arras. Preceded by 
a bombardment and under cover of a 
cloud of smoke and gas, gne thousand 
yards of German trenches near Hulluch 
In addition trenches be- 
road 


were taken. 
hind the Vermelles-Hulluch 
to the northwest of the forest, as well 
as the main trench of the Hohenzol- 
lern redoubt were captured. The Brit- 
ish, however, were unable to hold the 
thousand yards of trenches, owing to 
vicious artillery fire. 

On the eastern front, north of 
Bukowina frontier, where the Russidns 
a few days pierced the German lines 
‘and crossed the Stripa river, the Ger- 
mans have counter attacked, driving 
the Russians back across the stream. 
Farther north, along the Pripet river, 
and in the region of Dvinsk the Ger- 
mans claim further successes for their 
arms. 


BULGARIA DECLARES 
WAR ON SERBIA. 


The march of the Germans and Aus- 
trians through Serbia continues, but at 
a slow pace. Bulgaria has definitely 
declared war against Serbia. 

The French premier has announced 
that Italy probably will take part in 
the Balkan operations and the British 
secretary for foreign affairs is au- 
thority for the statement that as soon 
as Russian troops are available they 
will co-operate with the allies in the 
Balkans. 

Respecting the attitude of Greece, 
King Constantine declares: 

“It is my duty to preserve my coun- 
try from danger and destruction 
through becoming involved in the gen- 
eral European conflict. I hope to 
this at all hazgards—if it be possible.” 

The Russian'emperor has gone to the 
front, accompanied by Crown Prince 
Alexis. 


REPRISALS DEMANDED 
FOR ZEPPELIN RAID. 


Fifty-five persons were killed and 
114 injured by bombs dropped by the 
Zeppelins which raided London Wed- 
nesday night. Fourteen of the killed 
and thirteen of the wounded were sol- 
diers. The English people are greatly 
wrought up over the attack and are 
demanding reprisals. 

Berlin says of this raid—the most 
serious yet made so far as casualties 
are concerned—that, in addition to the 
London docks, the town of Woolwich, 
where the great British arsenal is 
situated, and the waterworks at 
Hampton were heavily bombarded and 
that great fires resulted.

BRITONS CAPTURE 
GERMAN TRENCHES. 


London, October 14.—A British offi- 
cial statement tonight telling of the 
latest offensive by the British troops 
between La Bassee and Arras reads: 

“Yesterday afternoon after a bom- 
bardment we attacked the enemy’s 
trenches under cover of a cloud of 
smoke and gas from a point about 600 
yards southwest of Hulluch to the 
Hohenzollern redoubt. We gained about 
1,000 yards of trenches just south and 
west of Hulluch, but were unable to 
maintain our positions there owing to 
the enemy’s shell fire. 

“Southwest of St. Elie we captured 
and hold the enemy’s trench behind the 
Vermelles-Hulluch road and the south- 
western edge of the quarries, both in- 
clusive. We also captured a trench on 
the northwest face of the forest. We 
captured the main trench of the Hoh- 
enzollern redoubt, but the enemy is 
still in two communicating trenches 
between the redoubt and the quarries.” 

“With regard to the statement in the 
German communication of October 14, 
that we attacked over almost the whole 
front between Ypres and Loos, no at- 
tacks whatever were made other than 
those described in an earlier message.” 


BIG BRITISH ATTACK 
FAILS, SAYS BERLIN, 


Berlin, October 14.—(Via London.)— 
A general attack by the British along 
almost the whole front from Ypres to 
Loos, accompanied by bombardment of 
the Belgian coast, is reported in the 
official statement of today from the 
war office. All attacks of the British 
are said by army headquarters to have 
failed. 

The official announcement regarding 
eeretsons on the western front fol- 
Ows.

ATTACKS PROCEEDING 
AGAINST SERBIANS. 


Vienna, October 13.—(Via London, 
October 14.)—Operations in Galicia 
where the Russians claim to have 
scored an important success are dis- 
missed in a few words in today’s Aus- 
trian war office statement. 

Progress for Austrian troops engaged 
in Serbia is slow because of the des- 
perate Serbian resistance but the at- 
tacks are “proceeding’’ everywhere, the 
statment says. The communication 
reads: 

“Russian war theater—Near Burka- 
now on the Stripa (east Galicia) the 
fourth Russian attack was repulsed by 
Austro-German battalions. Otherwise 
there were no important events in the 
northeast. 

“Italian war theater—Vigorous ar- 
tillery fire from guns of heavy and me- 
dium caliber was begun vesterday aft- 
ernoon against the plateau of Lafraun. 
Against some sectors alang the front 
in the coastal district enemy artillery 
also developed increased activity. At- 
tempts of Italian infantry to approach 
Orsic and the bridgehead at Tolmino 
were repulsed. In the northwestern part 
of the Doberdo plateau our fire forced 
the enemy to evacuate precipitately his 
advanced dugouts. 

“Southeastern war theater—Our at- 
tacks are proceeding everywhere in 
spite of most severe resistance on the 
part of the enemy. On the lower Drina 
our troops ejected the enemy from sev- 
eral trenches, South of Belgrade we 
captured stubbornly contested vantage 
points. Serbian counter attacks always 
failed with heavy enemy losses.” 


GREECE LOOSENING 
SWORD IN SCABBARD. 


Athens, Greece, October 13.—( Via 
Paris, October 14.)—In response to in- 
quiries for a definition of the attitude 
of Greece, King Constantine today made 
the following statement to the Asso- 
ciated Press: 

“Greece is merely loosening . her 
sword in its scabbard. She menaces no 
one, but she cannot permit that events 
shall constitute a menace to the integ- 
rity of the nation or the freedom of 
the Greek people 

“It is my duty to preserve my coun- 
try from the danger. of destruction 
through becoming involved in the gen- 
eral European conflict. I hope to do 
this at all hazards, if it be possible.”

Washington, October 14.—The largest 
estimates of government expenditures 
ever submitted to a secretary of the 


treasury of the United States in time 
of peace will be presented for the next 
fiscal year tomorrow for discussion by 
congressional committees in advance of 
the regular session. They will be ex- 
amined in detail by President Wilson 
and his cabinet next week. 

With an estimated increase for na- 

ional defense of about $150,000,000 
over last year, together with the cost 
of new tasks imposed on the state de- 
partment and other branches of the 
rovernment by reason of the European 
war, it is probable the amount of pro- 
posed expenditures will be augmented 
to a total of about $1,240,000,000.

PROMPT PAY FOR TEACHERS. 


Is the federal government going to do 
for us what Georgia has been unable to do 
for herself? We have been talking now for 
some fifteen years or more about plans for 
the prompt payment of the school teachers 
of the state. Laws have been passed which, 
it was thought at the time, would assist in 
providing the money when it was needed for 
this purpose. These laws have availed prac- 
tically nothing. We are now face to face 
with the fact that we are further behind, 
perhaps, than ever before in meeting pay- 
ments due the Georgia school teachers for 
the current year. 

All this is about to be remedied through 
the expressed willingness of the federal 
reserve bank for the southeastern division, 
located in Atlanta, and with the approval 
of Secretary of the. Treasury McAdoo, to 
lend the state of Georgia up to $2,000,000 
at 3 per cent, and to accept warrants drawn 
on the state treasury in favor of the coun- 
ties to which the money is due. 

This means that, beginning with next 
year, and, possibly, for the remainder of 
the current year, arrangements may be made 
for the payment of Georgia’s school teachers 


when their money is due—when they have 
earned it and are entitled to it. There was 
necessary for this purpose only a simple 
enactment of the state legislature, authoriz- 
ing the borrowing of money upon state war- 
rants drawn against the common school 
fund. This law was passed last summer, 
and it is this that makes it possible for the 
federal government to lend its assistance 
in providing the money, which is really the 
important factor in the situation. 

Under this plan it is proposed that the 
state shall borrow enough upon actual war- 
rants for amounts due the various counties 
for school purposes, to meet payments to 
the teachers the moment they are due. The 
warrants are to be dated ahead and are to 
be paid by the state upon the collection of 
taxes in the fal] and winter. 

There isn’t a doubt that this plan will 
accomplish the object intended, and give 
the teachers ti money as they earn it. 
The unfortunate part about it is that the 
state of Georgia should have to go to the 
federal government or anyone else for as- 
sistance of this sort, involving an expense 
of 3 per cent on $2,000,000 for the time for 
which the loan is made. 

We have been pretty proud of ourselves, 
of our progress, of our growth and our 
ability to take eare of almost any situation 
which confronted us. We have been fore- 
most among those to assert the doctrine 
of state’s rights and to uphold the principle 
of non-interference on the part of the fed- 
eral government. Of course, nothing of that 
sort is involved in this transaction except 
that we have ourselves sought the pater- 
nalistic assistance of the federal goverp- 
ment in taking care of our most important 
state institution, where we have tried and 
failed. 

By all means we should welcome this 
aid. The interests of the teachers them- 
selves should be considered first and fore- 
most. If the state is unable to take care 
of them as it should—and it has pretty well 
proven its inability to do so—then it is its 
duty to make whatever legitimate arrange- 
ment it can to that end. 


FOR AMERICA FIRST. 


The United States is suffering at the 
present moment from too much hyphenated 
citizenship. The same _ spirit which has 
prompted organizations of citizens of Ger- 
man birth and extraction to pass condem- 
natory resolutions in connection with our 
efforts to preserve the rights of American 
citizens on the high seas will, we have no 
doubt, be found cropping out in other direc- 
tions the moment we attempt to require 
England to respect our commercial rights. 

We have not as yet gone very far in this 
direction, although England flaunts us by 
pouring her own trade into the very same 
neutral European ports from which she has 
excluded American commerce, upon the 
theory that the goods so — might 
reach Germany. 

If we take hold of the English problem, 
which is the most serious and difficult with 
which we have had to deal, and press it 
with the same vigor and determination as 
we displayed in the case of Germany’s sub- 
marine warfare, there is every reason to be- 
lieve we shall encounter the same sort of 
criticism from citizens of English birth and 
extraction as came from the German-Ameri- 
cans. 

President Wilson undoubtedly realized 
fully the possibilities in this connection in 
preparing the speech which he recently de- 
livered on ‘“‘National Unity,” before the 
Daughters of the American Revolution in 
Washington. His slogan in that speech was 
“America first,” and he stated that he looked 
forward “to the necessity in every political 
agitation in vears which are immedi- 
ately at hand, of calling upon every man to 
declare himself where stands.” The 
president’s most significant utterances on 
that occasion are comprised in the follow- 


ing brief

sentences: 


r would not be afraéd upon the test of 
“America first’ to take a census of all the 
foreign born citizens of the United States, 
for I know that the vast majority of 
them came here because they believed in 
America, and their belief in America has 
made them better citizens than some 
people who were born in America. 

Iam not deceived as to the balance of 
opinion among the foreign born citizens 
of the United States, but Iam ina hurry 
to have an opportunity to have a line-up ’ 
and let the men who are thinking of other 
countries stand on one side—Biblically, 
it should be on the left——and all those: 
that are for America first, last and all 
the time on the other side. - 

The president’s utterances are most sig- 
nificant. There has unquestionably been a 
good deal of loud talking, and there will no 
doubt be more of it as we continue to as- 
sert our rights, regardless of who is violat- 
ing them. 

It is to be hoped the president is right 
and that hyphenated Americanism exists 
more largely in the imagination than in 
actual fact. 

By all means let’s have the test of it, if 
we can; let’s find saat just where we stand 
and what percentage of our citizens, 
gardless of origin, are for us only condi- 
tionally. It is a big government problem 
with which we have to deal, and if we are 
anywhere at fault we should know quickly 


just what remedy should be applied.

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GOVERNOR HARRIS PREPARING MESSAGE 
FOR EXTRA SESSION OF LEGISLATURE 


Governor Harris is preparing his message 
to the state legislature when it convenes on 
November 3. 

His executive secretary is getting the data 
ready for the message in regard to emer- 
gency appropriations which were included 
in the governor's call for the extra session. 

This work will consume several days and 
the message will not be ready until the last 
week in this month. 

So far nothing has heen done or said in 
reference to any special legislation as to 
revenue. As was pointed out by The Consti- 
tution some time ago, expert opinion was 
given that since the governor had not men- 
tioned any bills for the extra session, look- 
ing to provision for revenue, no such bills 
are likely to be introduced. If this is not 
done and the _ prohibition measures are 
passed to go into effect the first of next 
year, the state’s revenue will be decreased in 
1916 by the amount of taxes now derived 
from near beer and logker clubs. 

For this reason it was believed that a 
compromise might be reached whereby the 
prohibition measures would be passed to g0 
into effect on January 1, 1917. 

Any such compromise will be opposed by 
some of the prohibition leaders, so they have 
stated. 

Just what may be done to offset the 
shortage from near beer and locker licenses, 
if no revenue bills are passed at the extra 
session, is a matter which the appropriations 
committee of the house will have to decide. 


ALL ARRANGEMENTS FOR STATE LOAN 
BY FEDERAL RESERVE BANK ARE MADE 


Governor Harris stated Thursday that all 
the details had been arranged for the loan 
from the federal reserve fund for the pay- 
ment of the state teachers and that the 
money, at 3 per cent, would be available 
whenever he drew the warrants. 

Whether the comptroller general could 
sign a warrant for money not actually in 
the treasury was settled by the attorney 
general, who held that the Walker bill, which 
gave the state the right to borrow the money, 
gave him the authority to draw the neces- 
sary warrants. 

As no provision was made in the Walker 
bill for the payment of the interest, an effort 
will be made to get each county that is a 
beneficiary from the fund to provide the 
money for the interest. 


CAN STATE COLLECT INHERITANCE TAX 
ON BEQUESTS IN-NON-TAXABLE BONDS? 

Attorney General Clifford Walker has 
been called upon by Comptroller General 
Wright to say whether or not Georgia can 
collect an inheritance tax on bequests in- 
vested in non-taxable state and municipal 
bonds. 

Attorneys Anderson, Cann & Cann, of 
Savannah, have raised the question as repre- 
sentatives of the heirs of the late James L. 
Foster. The estate consists partly of $69,500 
in non-taxable municipal bonds and a $1,000 
legacy to the Young Men’s Christian associa- 
tion of Savannah. The entire estate is 
valued at $317,811.40. 

The ordinary of Chatham county  as- 
sessed the inheritance tax against the bonds 
and legacy. 

The attorney general has not yet ren- 
dered an opinion.

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RECALL OF SEVEN COMMISSIONERS 


WHO VOTED TO DEMOTE BEAVERS 


URGED BY BAPTIST ASSOCIATION 


That civie righteousness in the city was 
struck a blow when Chief of Police Beavers 
was recently demoted by the police com- 
mission and that Atlanta faced the return of 
a segregated district, 
administered to those in authority, was the 
attitude of the Atlanta Association of Bap- 
tist churches, which closed its seventh an- 
nual session yesterday. 

The law for recall of responsible offi- 
cials was pointed out as the means by which 
wishes of the people could be best made 
known, and the association urged that all 
good citizens “should join in making known 
what is the voice of the people toward those 
in office who are encouraging most the 
existence and continuation of evil condi- 
tions in our civie life.” 

The attitude of the association was ex- 
pressed in a report of the civic righteous- 
ness committee on the Beavers trial. his de- 
motion and the merits,of the potice commis- 
sion’s act. 

Report of Committee. 
This report, which was adopted unani- 
mously, follows 

“Civic righteousness in the city has been 
dealt a heavy blow by the beheading of our 
splendid chief of police, James L, Beavers, 
who ‘had rather be right than chief.’ Un- 
less a rebuke is administered because of 
this wanton action by those in authority, 
we will probably face the return of the 
Segregated district and place our fair city 
in the hands of illegitimate business, vice, 


disease, sickness, poverty and ultimately 
death.

WEST MITCHELL TO BE BEST PAVED 
STREET IN CITY, DECLARES RENFROE 


When West Mitchell is repaved, which 
will be before the end of this year, 
it will be the best paved street in the city, 
according to Councilman J. N. Renfroe, chair- 
man of the council street committee. 

An experiment is being made on West 
Mitchell with a combination of wood block 
and bitulithic. The plan was adopted after 
Councilman Renfroe had been to Kansas 
City and inspected the street paving in that 
city. The wood blocks are shorter, but wider, 
than those that have been used in Atlanta, 
and they are being laid between and on 
either side of the street car tracks. Be- 
neath is a concrete base and between each 
row lathes are placed. Instead of sifting 
sand between the blocks, asphalt is poured 
into the crevices. Then over the pavement

in Atlanta’October 20, it will draft an 
entirely new bill, embodying the best 
carried in all the bills s 
far proposed on the subject, and 
including such new matter as the 
committee has originated and believes 
will. add to the warehouse plan. 
“But,” said Mr. Brown, “the Farmers’ 
union will oppose any 
the state warehouse system a part of 
any state department now in exist- 
ence. The purpose of the bill will be 
to make the state warehouse system 
an idependent department, not sub- 
Ordinate to any other department, or 
under the jurisdiction of any other de- 
partment. The bill will not seek to 
create state-owned warehouses, but will 
be designed to provide for a strict 
State supervision of warehouses and

National System Planned. 

Mr. Brown says the idea obtaining 
in some circles that the state ware- 
house plan will conflict with the ulti- 
mate accomplishment of rural credits 
on a uniform, national basis, is en- 
tirely erroneous, and that the two are 
aimed exactly to the same end. in de- 
signing a state warehouse bill it wili, 
he said, be with the view to ultimately 
realizing a uniform, standard national 
warehouse system which will cover the 
entire belt, and to that end all the 
states in the cotton belt will, from 
time totime, haveto make their ware- 
house laws uniform. 

While Mr. Brown made it plain he 
expects harmony and the accomplish- 
ment of desired reslts at the meeting 
of the committee on October 20, which 
is to be attended and aided by Repre- 
sentative Shipp, of Colquitt, it is quite 
probable that a big fight is going to 
develop in the legistature over the pro- 
posed state warehouse bill. 

The fact was developed during the 
recent regular session of the legisla- 
ture that the strongest opposition to 
the Shipp-Adams bill was its provision 
that the state commissioner of agri- 
culture should be made ex-officio state 
warehouse commissioner, with an added 
Salary of $2,000 a year. 

The opposition started at that time, 
and which had no connection with the 
present opposition, is known to have 
vastly increased, while at the same 
time it is known that a quiet campaign 
has been going on to put the ware- 
house system under the jurisdiction of 
the department of agriculture. 


Two Plans Suggested. 


In fact, two plans were. suggested, 
in the nature of a compromise to ac- 
complish that result, before the farm- 
ers’ union convention took up the ques- 
tion of a state warehouse bil? at its 
meeting here several*weeks ago. One 
of the plans proposed that a state 
warehouse commission be created, to be 
composed of the commissioner of agri- 
culture, the state commissioner of la- 
bor and the state treasurer, with the 
commissioner of agriculture ex-officio 
chairman, and the department under 
the direction of the chairman. 

Another suggestion, also in the na- 
ture of a compromise, was that the 
state commissioner of labor be made 
also state warehouse commissioner, 
with the warehouse system under the 
supervision of the agricultural depart- 
ment. Both of these plans, it. is said, 
were objected to when the officers re- 
ferred to were approached on .the sub- 


ject 

When the legislative committee of the 
farmers’ union meets here it is proba- 
ble that there will be no trouble in ar- 
riving at a conclusion as to the gen- 
eral form of bill to be offered in the 
legislature, but there is considerable 
likelihood of strong diffcrences of 
opinion on the question of making the 
commissioner of agriculture the super- 
visory authority. 

It is known that the state 
tural department’s internal legislative 
eommittee will oppose any effort to 
establish a warehouse system entirely 
outside of the department.

Lord Reading, 
chairman of the Anglo-French commis- 
sion, signed the document on behalf 
of Great Britain; Octave Homberg and 
Ernest Mallet, the French commis- 
bioners, signed for France, and J. P.

Blackett, secretary of the commission. 
The other three were American lawyers 
who assisted in drawing up the docu- 
ment. 

As many prominent bankers as could 
be crowded into the board room in the 
Morgan banking house looked on. 

Lord Reading, ina brief speech, 
thanked the syndicate for their co- 
operation in accomplishing his task. 

The commissioners will sail tomorrow 
for England aboard the American 
steamer St. Louis. A contemplated visit 
to Canada has been abandoned, as Lord 
Reading and his associates feel their 
presence at home is needed. 

Mr. Blackett and M. Homherge will 
remain in New York for a while to ad- 
just, on behalf of their governments, 
any details that may arise. 

Within a couple of months Lord 
Reading said tonight, negotiations prob- 
ably will be begun looking toward the 
creation of a supplemental loan already 
forecast. @t is estimated that this loan 
will be approximately  $250,000,000. 
Whether it would be anothér bond of- 
fering or an arrangement of a differ- 
ent sort was a detail yet to be settled, 
he said.

Sing-Sing Prison Bank 
Has Suspended Payment 
Because of Bad Loans 


Ossining, N. Y., October 15.—The Sing 
Sing Prison Savings bank has suspend- 
ed payment after an existence of five 
days, and today the prisoners are 
mourning the loss of the “token 
money” they had deposited. 

An excess of loans without security 
followed by unsuccessful gambling by 
the borrowers, wrecked the bank. The 
Plan of using “‘token money” in the 
prison was put into effect last Friday, 
and each prisoner was paid $2 for two 
days’ work on Saturday. Financiers 
among the convicts promptly started a 
savings bank, and many prisoners de- 
posited their savings. 

Warden Osborne notified the prison- 
ers Tuesday morning that they must 
pay 40 cents a day in the “tokens” for 
their board. There was a run on the 
prison bank, which revealed the fact 
that its funds had been dissipated by 
bad loans. The warden ordered the 
bank dissolved. 

A depositors’ committee has been ap- 
pointed to save all possible from the 
assets, and the Mutual Welfare league 
is expected to put the bank’s- officers 
on trial for malfeasance.

Comptroller General Wright Friday 
removed any idea that may exist on the 
score of constitutionality of the plan, 
under an ergument that the state has 
no right under the constitution to cre- 
ate anew loan, and thereby increase 
the state’s obligation. 

This plan, the comptroller 
says, is not creating a new loan by 
the state, nor is it in any way in- 
creasing the obligation of the state. 
The legislature will have appropriated 
the annual school fund, the state board 
of education will select some officer 
to represent the school system in han- 
dling the fund, either himself or ‘the 
several county superintendents, the an- 
nual fund will be divided by twelve 
and’‘apportioned among the counties ac- 
cording to school census. 

Upon that the governor will at the 
end of each month draw an anticipa- 
tory warrant for the monthly amount 
in favor of whosoever is selected to 
represent the school system, and that 
official, under the arrangement made 
by the governor and Superintendent 
Britain, with the federal reserve bank, 
and within the terms of the Walker 
law, will discount the warrant or war- 
rants at 3 per cent. This does not 
constitute the making of a new loan 
on the part of the gtate, or in any 
way increasing the state’s obligation. 

Will Cost Three Per Cent. 

Under the old system the teachers 
or county school authorities have been 
privileged to negotiate loans for them- 
selves, based on due or past due sala- 
ries, but they have had to do so at 
a rate of interest from 8 to 12 per 
cent, instead of having the present ad- 
vantage of a 3 per cent negotiation, 
as in this case.

NO TREATING IN ENGLAND. 

Those who have been disposed to laugh 
at anti-treating bills introduced in state 
legislatures, viewing them as freak legisla- 
tion, will perhaps give the question some 
brief serious thought, now that England has 
enacted an emphatic anti-treating law and 
promises its rigid enforcement. 

The anti-treating law is not, of course, 
a proposition for consideration by prohibi-

While it is difficult to believe, English 
economists studied the problem 
declare the enactment the most radical 
and far-reaching step yet taken looking to 
the curtailment of drinking; that it will 
affect nearly 10,000,000 persons and that 
it will reduce the consumption of liquor 
throughout the kingdom approximately 
50 per cent. These conclusions are, of 
course, based upon the theory that social 
drinking is as extensive in that country as 
is the individual and solitary consumption 
of alcoholic beverages, and the law goes 
to the very root of social drinking inasmuch 
as. it forbids treating even in the clubs. 
The only condition upon which one man 
may lawfully pay for another’s drink any- 
where in England is in case he buys him a 
square meal along with it. 

One or two-of the state legislatures have 
enacted anti-treating bills, but they have 
either fallen into disuse, or the states have 
gone to prohibition, creating atleast an 
alleged absence of necessity for the law. 

England proposes to make a valuable ex- 
pedient out of a measure which we have 
looked upon largely as a joke. And there 
is good reason to believe that the law, 
through rigid enforcement, achieve 
what is predicted for it.

THE BIRDS OF BELGIUM. 


Cruelty to song birds in Belgium is the 
cause of a decree for their protection by 
the governor general. It is briefly told by 
wireless to The New York Times: 


General von Bissing, governor general 
of Belgium, has issued a decree prohibit- 
ing the retention of song birds from 
which the eyes have been removed. The 
decree concludes: “The artificial blind- 
ing of birds is a cruelty which I can by 
no means tolerate.” 


This blinding of birds is certainly the 
refinement of cruelty; it is so different 
from the blinding of thousands of men by 
the means of deadly gases, which have be- 
come weapons of a war through which, from 
the first, the blind have led the blind. 

War grows kind, and the birds have 
somewhat the better of it when high decree 
is issued for their protection. 

So, the blinding of them will cease: 
or but few may be left when the sky is 
clear of war-clouds, to sing over the graves 
in Belgium.

He returned to Emory, finished his 
course, took his degree and was vale- 
dictorian of his class.

That was in the summer and fall of 
1844, and I got home just in time to 
cast my first vote for president of the 
United States.” 

In 1850 Judge White was a delegate, 
along with Judge DuPont, to the fa- 
mous Nashville convention which met 
to discuss political conditions then 
pending, and which later brought about 
the crisis. that culminated in the civil 
war. The convention accomplished 
nothing, and its records have since been 
lost. Judge White remembers well 
passing through Atlanta on that oc- 
casion, and says at that time there 
were only a few houses here. He talks 
interestingly of his part, in the famous 
Haves-Tilden presidential contest. He 
was at that time judge of the second 
judicial’ circuit of Florida, and held 
court at Tallahassee. 

‘In the contest over’ the Hayes and 
Tilden vote in Folrida,” Judge White 
said, “quo warranto proceedings were 
brought before me at Tallahassee in 
1876. Joseph E. Brown, Georgia’s war 
governor, and afterwards United States 
senator, appeared before’ me on that 
oceasion as counsel for Tilden, while 
Lew Wallace, since famous as author 
of ‘Ben Hur,’ was attorney for Hayes. 
The two lawyers agreed to waive jury 
trial and to submit the proposition to 
me solely upon a question of fact. The 
one fact about it was the returns show- 
ed that Tilden received a majority of 
more than 400 votes, as I recollect it, 
and was declared entitled to the Flor- 
ida vote. How this decision was after- 
wards overruled by the high joint com- 
mission created by congress, is a mat- 
ter of history.” 

Judge White will leave in a day or 
two to return to his home at Quincy, 
Fla. In spite of his more than 95 
years, he looks and talks as if he were 
good for many years to come, certainly 
to reach and perhaps to pass the cen- 
tury mark.

$600,000 15 DEPOSITED 
FOR GEORGIA PRODUCTS 


Money Represents Proceeds of 
the Sale Here of Anglo- 
French Bonds. 


For the purchase of Georgia prod- 
ucts by the allies $600,000 in cash was 
deposited Friday with the Trust Com- 
pany of Georgia by J. P. Morgan & 
Co., of New York, representing the 
Anglo-French government. This money 
is the proceeds of the sale of Anglo- 
French bonds to a local syndicate and 
means that the two governments will 
again put in circulation here the Geor- 
gia capital they have obtained for the 
bonds. 

“The releasing of this large sum of 
money here in purchasing Georgia 
products should add much to the period 
of prosperity which has already com- 
menced over the state,” said Ernest 
Woodruff, president of the Trust Com- 
pany of Georgia. P 
‘The credit of the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and of the French re- 
public is back of these bonds, making 
them a most desirable investment. The 
syndicate buying the bonds have al- 
ready put a portion ot them on the 
market through the Trust Company of 
Georgia and Robinson-Humphrey - 
Wardlaw, selling agents. 

This is the first loan ever made by 
Great Britain outside her dominion. 
The loan was made, financiers say, 
with the purpose of having on hand in 
American banks funds with which fu- 
ture purchases of American supplies 
could be made.

Eventually it is hoped that all military 
schools in the country can be standard- 
ized as to their courses in engineering 
and other military sciences. These 
courses would become a specialty, it is 
believed, if a given number of ranking 
graduates each year were assured of 
commissions in the continental army. 

The new army woutd be organized in 
convenient geographical divisions and 
on the theory that its members could 
be citizens of the districts in which 
their organizations were located. Reg- 
ular places of mobilization and for 
storage of equipment for each company 
would be provided and every man of 


, the force would know where to go and 


what he was expected to do when a 
call to answer any call to the colors 
regardless of any personal affairs. 

While under training the men of the 
continental army would receive the 
regular army pay. 

In the beginning the new army 
would be organized by companies, and 
later would be constituted into regi- 
ments, brigades, divisions and army 
corps as they developed in the various 
sections of the country. 


British Association

Changed Last Night 


New regulations governing member- 
ship in the British Association of At- 
lanta were adopted at the regular 
monthly meeting held last night in the 
Ansley hotel. Residents of British birth 
or descent within a radius of twenty 
milés may become active members upon 
payment of annual dues amounting to 
$5. Those living without that limit 
may become associate members upon 
payment of annua] dues amounting to 
$2.50. Associate members are not al- 
lowed to vote or to hold office. 

Standing committees on relief work, 
membership and finances made excel- 
lent reports. The association, which 
has for its purpose aiding British sub- 
jects who may be temporarily without 
support, has accomplished much since 
its organization last May. Several so- 
cial affairs will be held within the next 
few months.

All 
necessary military precautions have 
been taken on each of Rumania’s 
frontiers.
